He asked that Ute money be made 
available early In June so its vim* 
might be planned before the start ot 
the fiscal year, July I. 
In a special relief message to con­ 
gress, Mr. Roosevelt reviewed th** na­ 
tional budget situation iii the light 
years 0t lower returns from income taxes 
cam- | than were expected when the last 
previous budget estimates were made 
in January. 
He figured the deficit at the end 
of this fiscal year would be $2,557,- 
000,000. an increase of $300,000,000 
over tire January forecast. 
He estimated also that at the end 
of the 1938 fiscal year ti tore would br 
a net deficit of $418,000,000. 
His 
statement aroused talk .as to whether 
additional taxes might tx* called for 
at the next session ut congress. Ad­ 
minstration leaders generally looked 
tor no new taxes at this session. 
Regarding the outlook next year 
the President said “I propose to use 
every means at my command to 
eliminate tins deficit during tile 
coming fiscal year." 
He said existing taxes expiring this 
year must be extended and appropri­ 
ations must come within budget es­ 
timates, if the deficit were to be held 
down.

On Ford Charges 


Washington, 
April 
20 
(AP' — 
Homer Martin, 
president 
of 
the 
United Automobile workers, report­ 
ed Monday that his union has be­ 
gun negotiations with the National 
Relations board regarding alleged 
grievances of Ford workers under 
the Wagner labor law 
Arriving from Detroit by plane for 
a special meeting of his executive 
council, Martin at first announced 
that charges of “discrimination and 
intimidation” already had been filed 
against Ford. 
Later, however, he said union offi­ 
cials had been conferring in Detroit 
for several days with Frank Bowen, 
regional labor board director, but 
that he did not know whether for­ 
mal charges had been presented. 
“We 
have 
plenty 
of 
evidence 
against Ford.” the union chief de­ 
clared, adding that plans for or­ 
ganizing Ford workers already had 
been drawn. 
Should the labor board call a 
hearing to determine if Ford has 
violated the Wagner Labor Rela­ 
tions act, it. would be the first in­ 
volving a major manufacturing in­ 
terest since the Supreme court re­ 
cently upheld the Wagner law. 
This law guarantees workers the 
right to organize and bargain col­ 
lectively, without interference or in­ 
timidation.
